To Discuss P O W Release For Nixon 


SAIGON (AP) — Tile Viet 
Cong today broadcast a new of­ 
fer to meet with U.S. represent­ 
atives oh Nesv Year’s Day to ne­ 
gotiate the release of three 
American prisoners of war. It 
came only hours after an allied 
■announcement that there will be 
no cease-fire Jan. I. 
A similar meeting Christmas 
Day broke down when U.S. rep­ 
resentatives charged the Viet 
Cong tried to lure them into a 
“propaganda circus.” 
A U.S. spokesman said today 
he had no immediate comment 
on the new offer, broadcast by 
the Viet Cong’s Liberation Ra­ 
dio. But on Friday another 
spokesman had said the United 
States is willing to “go any­ 
where, any time” to negotiate 
the release of the prisoners. 
The prisoners are Spec. 4 
James W. Brigham of Ocala, 
Fla.; Spec. 4 Thomas N. Jones, 
Lynnville, Ind., and Pfe. Donald 
C. Smith, Akron, Pa. * 
The Christmas Day meeting, 
held during a 24-hour holiday 
truce, broke down over Viet 
Cong demands that the Ameri­ 
can delegation discuss “formali­ 
ties” prior to talks about freeing 
the prisoners. The U.S. team of 
five Army officers said it want­ 
ed to discuss only the date, time 
and place for the prisoner re­ 
lease. 
The five Viet Cong represent­ 
atives said the prisoners were 
not available and they had no 
authority in that regard. Instead 
they invited the U.S. delegates 
to sit down with them at a table 
and partake of refreshments. 
Earlier today U.S. and South 
Vietnamese 
spokesmen 
an­ 
nounced they will not observe a 
cease-fire on New Year’s Day 
because of more than 140 enemy 
violations 
of 
the 
Christmas 
truce. New Year truces had 
been observed the past two 
years. 
The Viet Cong broadcast pro­ 
posed the meeting be held at the 
same paddyfield 
site as the 
Christmas meeting, 50 miles 
northwest of Saigon near the 
Cambodian border. 
It demanded that American 
and South Vietnamese forces 
halt ah military operations near 


Hie meeting site and also re­ 
spect the 72-hour New Year’s 
cease-fire called by the Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Mis­ 
sion in Saigon said: “I’d prefer 
not to comment until we’ve 
studied the text.” He said Wash­ 
ington authorities would want to 
study some aspects of the pro­ 
posed cease-fire before reaching 
a decision. 
Tile Viet Cong broadcast said 
the NLF “appeals to all U.S. pa­ 
cifist organizations to cooperate 
in the release of the U.S. prison­ 
ers, to create all proper condi­ 
tions so they can soon be reunit­ 
ed with their families.” 
Military spokesmen s a i d 17 


persons were killed during the 
24 - hour Christmas cease-fire- 
two U. S. soldiers, two civilians 
and 13 South Vietnamese troops 
—and 71 persons were wombed. 
Fierce, 
close-quarter fighting 
was reported on the approaches 
to South Vietnam’s two largest 
cities, and the U. S. Command 
announced it has closed Camp 
Carroll, a major artillery base 
IOO miles north of Da Nang. 
Allied forces claimed killing 
236 enemy in four battles Friday 
along the approaches to Saigon 
and South Vietnam’s 
second 
largest city, Da Nang. U. S. loss­ 
es were two killed and 27 
wounded, 
while 
government 
losses were 27 killed and 66 
wounded.

ABOARD USS YORKTOWN 
(AP) — The Apollo 8 astronauts

“They’re in great shape,” re­ 
ported Dr. Clarence A. Jerni- 
gan, a space agency physician 
aboard the carrier.

William A. Anders 
seemed to be in better condition

Red China has set off another 
nuclear blast, its seventh since 
October 
1964. 
This 
ominous 
event is bound to underscore a 
special set of problems for the 
incoming American president. 
The new test Friday, first in 
Irj years, was comparable in 
strength to the last one, a hy­ 
drogen bomb blast. This sug­ 
gests that Red China is getting 
ready for an attempt to thrust 
itself forceful iv into the long- 
range missile club. 
Once again, the deadly equa- J 
tion looms. If China’s em er-1 
gence as a missile power is re­ 
garded as a threat to the United 
States, there is probably going 
to be pressure for a new missile 
buildup. 
Thus, a China buildup is likely 
to have a sharply adverse effect 
on hopes for an East-West meet­ 
ing of minds which might bring 
the 
missile race within the 
bounds of rationality. China still 
officially denounces any effort 
to slow the spread of nuclear 
weapons as a “gigantic fraud” 
hatched by Russians and A m en-1 
cans to keep their own big pow­ 
er monopoly. 
China’s 
nuclear 
program, 
once under way, developed with 
remarkable speed. The first test 
of an old-fashioned atom bomb 
was in October 1964; the second, 
bigger and more sophisticated, 
in May 1965; tile third a year 
later. The fourth, in October 
1966, was a missile with a range 
of up to 600 miles and armed 
with a punch of 20,000 tons of 
TNT. The fifth was on Christ­ 
mas Eve 1966 and the sixth in

Borman, Lovell and Anders 
planned to fly off the carrier 
about 5 p.m. EST today, head­ 
ing for Hickam Air Force Base, 
Haw aii, where they are to trans­ 
fer to a C141 transport plane for 
a flight to Ellington Air Force 
Base, Tex., near their Houston 
homes. 
They are to arrive at Elling­ 
ton at 5 a.m. Sunday, where 
their families will be waiting to 
welcome them. 
After a late Christmas cele­ 
bration, the astronauts will be­ 
gin nine days of intensive de­ 
briefings in which experts will 
question them about all aspects 
of the flight, from the perform­ 
ance of the Saturn 5 rocket that 
fired them away from earth, to 
their views of the lunar surface 
and the performance of their 
spaceship. 
They’ve already described the 
moon as being a colorless, deso­ 
late spot, highlighted by boul­ 
der-strewn 
plateaus, 
crater- 
pocked plains and rugged moun­ 
tains 
But preliminary analysis of 
what they saw and learned has 
strengthened America’s desire 
to land men on the moon next 
year.

Two major winter storms pun­ 
ished a large part of the nation 
today and posed a menace to 
highway travel in the Pacific 
Northwest and from the Central 
Plains to New England. 
Snow, freezing rain and heavy 
downpours lilt an area from 
Kansas and Nebraska to New 
England. Dense fog added to the 
woes of motorists in much of the 
area. 
Severe thunderstorms raced 
across the South and erupted 
into tornadoes Friday night in 
portions of East Texas. Three 
twisters churned into the Texar­ 
kana area. One of the worst

caused some damage in the 
business district. No deaths or 
injuries were reported. The tor­ 
nadoes touched down in more 
than a half dozen other East 
Texas areas.

to reach Hawaii. 
What impact would that have? 
It seems likely that the pres­ 
sures on the Nixon administra­ 
tion then would become intense 
from two sides: One to step up

gram; the other for an effort to 
communicate directly with Chi­ 
na—perhaps even to recognize 
Peking—in an attempt to bring 
it within talking distance.

Vance returned to Pans Fri­ 
day after a trip to the United 
States to brief officials on the 
talks. He reported .what he had 
told the President when he ar­ 
rived in Paris. 
Vietnam was very much on 
Johnson’s mind during the news 
conference, in which he said the 
failure to end the war was the 
major disappointment of his 


I five years in office. 
He said that in spite of the 
sorrow and regret at the contin­ 
uing deaths of Americans in the 
Southeast Asian war, he has en­ 
joyed every minute of his time 
in the White House. 
And the President added he is 
proud of the achievements of his 
administration, although he said 
there was much 
more that 
should have been done. 
The President was clearly 
buoyed up by the week’s events, 
including the fantastic success 
of the Apollo 8 moon mission, 
the release of the Pueblo crew 
and Cambodia’s return of Amer­ 
ican prisoners.

Eight boys, members of a 
drum and bugle team winch had 
just ended a practice session in 
the empty hangar, were among 
tile 27 persons admitted to hos­ 
pitals. 
The crackup occurred when 
the plane apparently missed a 
runway in the fog and drizzle 
which 
shrouded 
O’Hare, the 
world’s busiest airport. 
The plane, Flight 458 which 
originated in Minneapolis, may 
have had an extra passenger. A 
North Central spokesman said 
that an off-duty pilot may have 
been riding in a jump seat be­ 
hind the pilot. This would make 
a total of 46 aboard the plane 
Spokesmen for two hospitals 
near O’Hare said many of the 
injured persons suffered smoke 
inhalation. 
The pilot, Capt. Marvin A. 
Payne of Lakeland, Minn.; the 
first officer, Gerald R. Le valley 
of Bloomington, Minn., and the 
flight officer, Richard W. M. 
Kargel of Burnsville, Minn, 
were killed.

G r a i n 
sorghum 
hybrids 
containing a high concentration 
of tannin in the im m ature seed 
coat have been creating much 
interest

ago. 
The Ohio Historical Society 
notes that problems of tran s­ 
portation, 
welfare, 
race rela­ 
tions, higher education, law and 
order and taxes face the legis­ 
lators in the coming session just 
as they did when the first as­ 
semblymen were elected Dec. 
17, 1798. to govern the North­ 
west Territory. 
In a three - month session in 
Cincinnati, the 22 “representa­ 
tives and five legislative coun­ 
cilmen 
formed 
39 
laws 
and 
took other actions on issues very 
sim ilar to those challenging to­ 
day’s legislators. 
In a review of that first legis­ 
lature, 
the 
historical 
society 


said that since many of those i 
law m akers had ridden hundreds ! 
of miles on horseback through 
the wilderness to> get to the ses-1 
sion, they quickly turned their 
attention 
to 
laws 
regulating 
building and repairing of high­ 
ways and bridges and operation 
of ferries. 
One lawr required all m ales 21 
to 50 to work two days a year 
on public roads, or pay a fine 
of 75 cents a day. 
Another exempted ferry keep­ 
ers from militia duty, repairing 
highways and serving on juries, 
but required them to operate 
their boats daily from daylight 
until dark. Anyone operating a 
private ferry for pay within five 
miles of a public ferry could be 
fined $20.

at a yearly public auction. Each j 
county was to levy a tax to pay;

debtors, partly because it cost

before that first assembly when 
form er officers of the Virginia 
Line petitioned to bring slaves 
into the area between the Little 
Miami and Scioto Rivers.

Fog has closed International 
Airport 162 hours, 58 minutes in 
1968, diverting air traffic to oth­ 
er facilities in Southern Califor­ 
nia.
